ON JUNE 12, 1945, Mr. Fallow’s 
department made a definite offer 
for the purchase of two lots from 
the city and located on the Civic 
Centre immediately north of the 
court house and which the city 
agreed to sell. The department, 
however, asked the city to con- 
tinue to rent the cottages on the 
property until such time as build- 
ing materials are made more avail- 
able, It was definitely decided at 
that time by this communication 
that this location was the first 
choice of the department for the 
telephone building.

Rugged, hard-hitting Pete Slo- 
bodian, former defenceman of the 
pre-war New York Americans, has 
been signed to strengthen the rear- 
guard of Calgary Stampeders. 
Stampeders, faced with the pros- 
pect of a gruelling seven-game 
series with Edmonton's bruising 
Flyers for. the Western Canada 
Hotkey League chimpionship, an- 
nounce that Slobodian will replace 
Wally Hamilton, who leaves the 
club voluntarily. 

SLOBODIAN WAS recently with 
Lethbridge Maple Leafs and Cal- 
gary’s RCAF Mustangs before he 
went overseas. He will finish out 
the season with the Calgary club. 

Probably the most bruising de- 
fenceman Alberta hockey has ever 
known—but a likeable, almost lov- 
able giant away from the ice—Slo- 
bodian was signed in Regina Mon- 
day morning by Manager Dave 
Duchak of the Calgary club. 

JUST BACK FROM overseas, 
Slobodian provides Stampeders 
with an unusually rugged defence- 
man at a time when the Calgary 
club needs him most—on the eve 
of an expected playoff with the 
bumping, bruising Edmonton Fly- 
ers. 

Slobodian replaces Wally Hamil- 
ton who voluntarily left the Stam- 
peder club last weekend after de- 
claring he was satisfied he had not 
been able to come up to the stand- 
ard expected of him in the type of 
hockey played in the Western 
League. 

SLOBODIAN !S WELL known to 
Calgary fans but mostly as the 
“enemy”. When he played with 
Lethbridge Maple Leafs he was the 
nemesis of Calgary forwards, drew 
plenty of booing from Victoria 
Arena fans. One thing Calgarians 
could never accuse him of, how- 
ever, was carrying his ruggedness 
and opposition to Calgary with him 
off the ice. Out of hockey he was 
a friendly gentleman. 

Native of Dauphin, Man., Slobo- 
dian played juvenile hockey in his 
home town and then joined the 
junior Brandon Wheat Kings who 
in 1938 lost to St. Boniface Seals 
in a bitter playoff, Seals then going 
on to win the Memorial Trophy. 

SLOBODIAN turned senior with 
Regina Vic-Aces, joined pro ranks 
with New York Americans and was 
being prominently mentioned as 
candidate for the Calder rookie 
award when his season was cut 
short as he suffered a crushed 
cheek-bone in a collision with Phil 
Watson of the Rangers. 

The next season Slobodian was 
headed back to the NHL but ran 
into wartime passport troubles and 
was given permission by Mervyn 
“Red” Dutton to line up with an 
amateur club. CAHA officials ap- 
proved and he went to Lethbridge 
Maple Leafs, later joining the air 
force and playing for Mustangs in 
Calgary. 

CLEARING UP misunderstand- 
ing held by many Edmonton hockey 
fans concerning the eligibility of 
Pete Slobodian, signed by Calgary 
Stampeders on the eve of the West- 
ern Canada Hockey League play- 
downs, President William Ruff of 
the Alberta Amateur Hockey Asso- 
ciation, states that all players leav- 
ing any of the armed services are 
eligible to play for any club prior 
to the actual opening of the play- 
offs, 

Slobodian has just returned from 
service with the RCAF. 

IN THE CASE of those not in the 
service, January 15, was the latest 
at which any player could be signed 
for play during the present season. 

“If the Flyers can secure the 
services of any serviceman player 
prior to the opening of the playoffs, 
they have the right to do so,” Mr. 
Ruff said.

Provided labor and materials can be se- 
cured, Mayor Ainlay foresees a commercial 
building program in Edmonton which might 
run to $12,000,000 during the present year. 
This aside altogether from the erection of 
dwellings and apartment buildings. The list 
takes in only stores, factories, shops and 
other establishments where business would 
be carried on and men employed in varying 
numbers. 

The importance of such industrial and 
commercial development is of course obvi- 
ous. Cities do not exist, and grow, simply 
as places of residence. A home implies some- 
body earning wages or salary or profits 
enough to support a family occupying a 
house. The nymber of families who can live 
in a place depends on how many income- 
earners can find employment there. 

Edmonton’s population has grown rap- 
idly for many years. Industrial expansion 
has not kept pace with this growing need 
of jobs and pay envelopes. The artificial con- 
ditions of wartime provided work and wages 
for great numbers who can only continue to 
live here if peacetime industry takes the 
place of war establishments and keeps up the 
steady flow of income into house-holders 
pockets, 

This is the basic problem on which the 
future stability and prosperity of the city 
must hinge. Edmonton came into existence 
as a trading centre. It had about reached the 
expansion possible, with that as the chief 
factor, when the global war came along. 
Like many other cities in Canada, it emerges 
from the war in urgent need of becoming 
also a great industrial centre.

“THERE ARE MANY features 
which enter into this picture which 
are very hard to predict, such as 
strikes and shut-downs in essen- 
tial plants which have resulted in 
the deferment of committments in- 
definite,” the minister said.

In his opening remarks the minis- 
ter accused the federal government 
of being more concerned with sav- 
ing its own political neck than in 
facing its responsibilities as far as 
returned men are concerned. 

“EVERY LAST THING proposed 
by the federal government is de- 
liberately designed,” he charged, 
“to push humanity into an economic 
strait jacket which would be worse 
than slavery.” 

The surrender of national sove- 
reignty to a world power domin- 
ated by the “arch-criminals of the 
race” was to “sing the swan song 
of totalitarian dictatorship,” he 
suid. Communists and Socialists 
subscribe heartily to such a sur- 
render, he said, since it is the very 
essence of their philosophies 

He lashed out at the two CCF 
members of the Assembly as the 
“twin disciples of a fading hope”, 
and at first paid particular atten- 
tion to A. J. E. Liesemer (CCF-Cal- 
gary) who held the government of 
Saskatchewan up to the world as 
model government, but Mr. Fallow 
defined the word model as a “small 
imitation of the real thing”.

WHY YOU NEED IRON 


Someone with a good head for 
figuring once estimated that the! 
human body contains enough iron 
to make a nail of medium size; 
enough lime (or calcium) to do a 
good job of-whitewashing a chicken 
coop; enough phosphorous to make 
the tip on twenty-two hundred 
matches;! just about enough potas- 
sium to explode a cannon; enough 
magnesium to provide a dose of 
magnesia; and enough sulphur to 
rid a dog of fleas. 

In addition there would be 
enough fat to make seven bars of 
soap and enough sugar to fill a 
shaker. All of above could be 
bought for about ninety-eight cents, 

Today's article will discuss ihe 
fron in the body. Even though 
there is only about enough iron to 
make one nail, nevertheless that 
amount is indispensable to health, 
Most people take it for granted} 
they are getting enough iron in} 
their food but this hit-or-miss | 
method often means that the aver-| 
age person does not get quite as 
much iron as he needs, This is the 
reason why modern diet authorities | 
say that if the average diet is lack-| 
ing in any of the minerals, the two, 
most likely to be missing are iron 
and calcium. 

Iron is important in the funda- 
mental function of forming healthy 
red blood cells. These red cells 
are the great oxygen carriers with- 
in theeorganism and serve to carry 
the oxygen breathed in by the 
lungs to all of the various tissues 
where the real “breathing” of the 
body takes place. | 

Nutritional anemia, due to lack 
of iron in the diet, can be prevent-| 
ed and cured by the feeding of 
foods high in iron. Some of these 
foods are as follows: Egg yolk, lima, 
beans, peas, whole wheat, lean, 
meat, spinach, oatmeal, dried) 
prunes, raisins and walnuts. The) 
green leafy vegetables are especial-| 
ly good sources of iron and that is 
why anyone with a nutritional ane-| 
mia is told to eat spinach, lettuce, | 
and cabbage. Judged solely from! 
the standpoint of its iron content, | 
beef liver is very satisfactory. 

The cheapest and most satisfac- 
tory way to secure the needed iron 
istotake it from food anda person 
using eggs, beefsteak, and plenty 
of vegetables will probably get ail 
the iron necessary. | 

Milk is a food which is rated as 
fron-poor. Nature takes this into 
consideration in the case of the in- 
fant and the baby is born with a! 
large amount of iron stored in the 
liver. During the nursing period 
when milk forms the staple food, | 
the store is gradually depleted, the | 
liver apparently supplying the iron 
not found in the milk. 

About two-thirds of the iron in 
the body is held within the red 
blood cells, This leaves only about 
one-third to be used elsewhere in, 
the form of iron compounds, Small | 
as this agnount is, it seems to be! 
essential to life, as these iron com- 
pounds have not been demonstra‘: | 
ed to be preseni wherever the life 
changes are most active.
